If Ka.sadena blocks the Washing- 
ton Street project, proceedings 
will be started immediately on 
(’entral Avenue as an indepemlent 
unit. The.se conclusions were re¬ 
ported by Mr. Campbell as the 
result of a series of conferences 
with regional planning commission 
ami county officials. j

was recomnieniled by the meeting.

Through the efforts of Secre¬ 
tary J. M. Campbell of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, the business sec¬ 
tion now has a free auto park on 
W'est Central .Avenue.” Kermis- 
sion* was secured for use of the 
Kersting and Farman lots, the 
ground was graded and a drive¬ 
way installed, the expense being 
met by voluntary contributions 
from merchants. 

This lot will relieve a condition 
of growing inconvenience in the 
business .section. It has often 
been difficult to fimi parking space 
and business has actually been 
driven away. Now merchants, 
their clerks and other people who 
want to leave their cars for .sev¬ 
eral hours can place them where 
they will be safer and where they 
will cau.se no inconvenience to 
people who want to make short 
stops for the transaction of busi¬ 
ness. If this public-spirited en- 
terpri.se fails to bring the desirtxl 
result an ordinance limit on park¬ 
ing may be neces.sary.

The will of Dr. John .M. I.ee, 
who passed away recently at his 
home in Eagle Hock was filed for 
probate h'riday, disposing of an 
estate reported as about .$200,000. 
Dr. Lee lived for twenty years or 
more in iSerra .Made. He had 
many friends here who regarded 
liim very highly as a man of cul¬ 
ture and unusual attainments in 
the medical profession. Me wa.« 
for many years prominent in hi.s 
profession in Kittsburgh, being at 
the head of largi' public institu¬ 
tions. 

The bulk of Dr. Lee’s estate is 
placed in trust for the u.se of his 
wife during her lifetime, aft<'r 
which it is to go to the Western 
Kennsylvania Institution for the 
f-llind. Like Dr. Nornmn Hriilge, 
also at one time a resident of 
Sierra .Madre, Dr. Lee maintained 
his legal citizenship in Kennsylva¬ 
nia to escape the provision of the 
California law which prohibits 
leaving more than one-third of an 
estate to charity. The will wa.s 
drawn in I'.tlS and includes small 
be(|ue.sts to a dozen or more close 
personal friends. The following

Krof. W. H. Hrinley, Hev. W. 11. 
Stubbins, Dr. W. F. Hatfield and 
H. J. Kotter, the last named being 
the only one now living.

} his retirement and removal to 
Sierra Madre in IKill. He engaged 
j in real e.-.tale operations and also 
j in th(‘ furidture business. 

I Freemasonry occupied a large 
part of Col. Horradaile’s life. He 
wa.s made a .Master Mason in 
Hochester, N. Y., in 1S7<!, dimiting
